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Wherever the English would paint an ab- 
ject red, the [nish have painted it green. There 
was ¢ven a telegram in 4 green envelope 
waiting for me at the Shelbourne Hotel. In- 
deed a verv emerald iste! 

I was given a large [8th-century bedroom, 
brought up to date. with a built-in radio, I 
rang the bell and asked the maid if 1 might 
have a larger writing table. 

“Shure and why not, if-ve're after wanting 
ut?” she replied; ind in a few moments she 
and the valet bumped in with a Sheraton 
table worth at least S740 

While waiting for a telephone call, | paged 
idiv through the telephone directory —a most 
revealing hook. This «ingle 611-page volume 
serves the entire Republic: only one in about 
every thirty persons-has a telephone. Dubtin 
tlone occupies more than half of those pages, 
suygeesting that an undue propertion af 
the country’s vitality is centralized around 
the capital. 

T also noticed that while mest Irishmen 
spell their names in the usual wav, o few 
spell them in Gaelic and insist that they be 
printed in Gaelic, MacCarthy becomes Mac- 
Carthaigh, Murphy is O Murchadha, ane 
Fitzpatrick is-guite unrecognizable as Mac- 
Giolla Phacraig. 

I walked to a bank and saw street names 
both in beautiful Craelic script and in Eng- 
lish. But I did not hear one ward of Trish in 
Dublin, although Irish has been compulsory 
in the schools for almest forty vears ond 
most adult must have some knowledge of it. 

My traveler's checks were cashed in a 
mixed wad of Irish and English pound notes, 
with some silver, also Trish and English. 
English money circulates everywhere tn 
Ireland, and large Dublin shops accept 
United States and Canadian collars. 


Dublin Echoes the Georgian Era 


In the weeks that followed, [| sank back 
into the delicious restfulness of Trish life, andl 
the spell that Dublin puts upon her visitors 
soon vunguished me. The city shares with 
Edinburgh the distinction of being the most 
pleasing survival of the [Sth century in the 
British Isles— architecturally, and in its. st- 
tituce to life 

Dublin is still in touch with the country, as 
all ¢apitals were two centuries: ago. No one 
would be surprised to see horsemen and 
women, booted anc spurred, taking tea in 
the city’s best hotels, while the hall porter

takes care of a couple of gun dogs. To find 
anvthing like Dublin, vou would have to re- 
turn to the age of Johnson and Boswell, 

Time i¢ not a ivrant im Ireland; indeed, 
hurry nnd hustle only rowse mild amusement. 
There was never vet a true son of Dublin, 
rushing to keep an appointment, who was in 
too great a hurry to stop and enjoy half an 
hour's streetside conversation. 

The tneessant spate of talk, all of it delight- 
fol and some of it witty, immediately impres- 
ses the stranger. Was there ever such a city 
of talkers? I was remindect of the story about 
a barrister who went to comale the widow af 
an Lrish president. He spoke for an hour with- 
out a break and without giving her a chance 
even for a seh: and then, coming out, he 
remarkec: “A nice chatty litte woman.” 
Every visitor to Dublin has met that barrister. 


Irish Kindliness Is Be guiling 


Behind this volubility lie a warmth and 
kitdliness which are perhaps Ireland's chief 
miraction., Neo one-can dislike the Insh when 
they are out to please and beguile: Their 
uninhibited friencdhness is inspired bya sense 
of the dignity of humankind, Every man, 
though they may dishke him anil all he 
stands for, is, after all. a man and a brother. 

One of my favorite [rish stories told by 
the wnter Lynn Dovle. 

Two men were lying behind a hedge, wait- 
Ing to shoot their landlore. 

“Il wonder what's keepin’ him,” said the 
first.

Delightediy T explorecl the antique shops 
and secondhand bookstalls of Dublin's quay- 
sides, where the sult air sweeps inte the city. 
The gulls swooped over the river, and white 
clouds towered high above the Four Courts. 

At Trinity College | stood amazed before 
the beauty of the Library staircase and the 
Long Room to which it ascends. Here vou 
may pull aside a little green curtain and see 
one. of Ireland's greatest treasures, the ancient 
Book of Kells. [t bas been called the most 
beautiful book in the world (pages 304-5). 

[In the National Musewm | saw those ex- 
quisite relics of Celtic Christianity: the Cross 
of Cong, the Tara Brooch, the Ardagh Chal- 
ice, and the Bell and Bell Shrine of St. Pat- 
rick. These treasured objects take the mind

back to the Goldén Age of Ireland, twelve 
centuries ago, when Insh missionaries helped 
Western culture survive Furope's Dark Age. 

An archeologist was examining Western 
Europe's largest collection of gold ornaments 
worn th the Bronze Age, 2000-500 mc. He 
told me that in those remote times [reland 
exported gold te the Continent, 

“Where did they mine it?” I asked. 

“Tt was alluvial gold,” he replied, “found 
in certain streams in Wicklow. There is still 
gold in the Wicklow Mountains, but only in 
small anc) uncommercial quantities.” 


Heraldic Musewm Tells Who Lived Where 


I strolled to Dublin Castl, which, until 
the establishment of the Free State in 1922, 
was the seat of the English lords lieutenant 
und the burracks of the garrison. Government 
otices occupy it now, but the beautiful throne 
room and glittering state apartments are kept 
much as they were in the old days. 

Faving these apartments is the Heraldic 
Museum, housed in the old Office of Arms— 
now colle the Genealogical Office. Here in 
a colorful room [ saw banners, heralds’ tub- 
ards, and armorial crests, and overheard 
three matrons fromthe United States earnest- 
ly consulting one of the officials: “Well, grand- 
ma always said the MacNomaras tame from 
County Clare... Can you tellus where the 
MacSweeneys came fram?" 

‘The official led his visitors to 4 genealogical 
map of medieval Ireland, useful for Inish- 
Amencans who wish to trace their ancestors. 
At a glance they can spot the counties where 
certain surnames are. found, though of course 
many Irish families were displaced at the 
time of the Anglo-Norman invasion 

Thus the O'Bymes and the O'Tooles came 
dnginally from Kildare. The O'Mahonevs 
hailed from Cork, and the great families of 
Kerry were the "Sullivans, the O"Donoghues, 
the MacCarthys, and the MacGillycuddys 

Upstairs, in « book-lined room, sat a man 
who might have been a barrister in chambers. 
He was the assistant to the Chief Herald. He 
told me that the Genealogical Office denis 
with thousands of inquiries a year, many 
from [rish-Americans. 

For a fee the office will assign a researcher 
lo answer fanuly inquiries. If basic arms exist 
fora clan or family. a bearer of that surname 
may buy a hand-painted illustration of them. 
1 thought the best buy was one of the ar- 
morial bookplates, drawn only for persons 
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entitled to use them, for $12, or, if very 
claborate, $21. 

On sunny mornings during my stay in 
Dublin, 1 often took a bus from the Shel- 
bourne Hotel to the famous Phoenix Park. 
Tt covers 1760 acres, nearly five times the 
site of London's Hyde Park. It is undulat- 
Ing and a8 green as one expects Ireland to be: 
anc two places in itparticularly interested me. 

One of them is the zoo (opposite); the other 
is the presidential residence, formerly the 
Vicercgal Lodge, where Eamon de Valera, 
born 78 vears ago in New York, lives quietly, 
the head of the state he did so much to create. 
He meets few people nowadays, and suffers 
from failing evesight. The residence is long, 
low, and white with a pillared portico 

While I was walking down Grafton Street 
one morning, post the fine shops where 
women visitors were buying Irish linen ane 
hunting Queen Anne teapots, my eve caught 
A travel agency list of daily coach trips from 
Dublin: the Mourne Mountains, Armagh, 
Carlingford Peninsula, the Hill of Tura, 
Glendalough. Wha a great deal of Ireland

Tweed Factory “Forty Miles Long” 


Beyond Sligo, in the town af Drumelif, 
L went to the Protestant churchyard to visit 
the grave of Ireland's greatest modern poet, 
William Butler Yeats. He died in France in 
1939, but becuse of the war, it was not pos- 
sible to take fis remains bark to Ireland 
until 1948. 

Visitors are puzzled by his epitaph: 

Cast a cold ever 
Ci fife, on deaths. 
Horseman, piss bey! 

[ drove on for 30 miles; never far from the 
sea. At last I came to the pleasant town of 
Donegal, The name suggests the song, “The 
Hills of Donegal,” or a comfortable suit of 
speckled tweecl; for here are the heacjuarters 
Of the Irish homespun industry 

All over County Donegal you can hear 
hand looms thumping away in the cottages. 
Sometimes Vou see a shaggy mountain man 
lingering newr a crossroad If vou walt, you 
may sec a van drive up anc leave the man a 
weaver's beam, all fitted up for work. With 
thes, he vanishes into the hills and the van 
continues its journey, leaving acbeam bere 
and there all over the countryside. 

These mysteries were explained to me in 
the tweed factory of Magee & Co. Ltel. in 
Donegal. “In the old avs.” said Mr. Ho L. 
Temple, the managing director, “the weavers 
brought tweed to market in donkey carts. [t 
Varied in quality, and, of course, the weavers 


had no idea of patterns or fashion. Sometimes 
they dampened the tweed to give it weight 
To squeese three extra varcds out of it, thew 
would the one end to a donkey and the other 
to a tree ane stretch it! 

“About fifty yveore ago mv father, who 
founded the firm, had the idea of Orvanizing 
the industry without destroving its spare- 
lime cottage character, Now we have a pilot 
factory thal supplies 180 weavers all over 
County Donegal, We deliver varn along with 
instructions for how many threads to the 
square Inch, whal pattern, and so forth We 
say we run a factory forty miles hy thirty!” 

Countnes vary enormously in their taste 
for tween, I learned. None of the recently 
sccupied countries of Europe will buy tweed 
with a gretn-grav look obout it; it reminds 
them of German uniforms in World War IL. 
The United States likes black-and-white- 
flecked Donegal, the original pattern. Sweden 
favors green, Italy dark brown, and New 
Zenlind prefers colorful varieties. [saw some 
new blue-and-white patterns speciglly de- 
signed for thesexclusive French dress houses, 

One morning | went round with the van te 
deliver beams to weavers, | entered many a 
hedroom eccupied by a primitive hand loom, 
I had a large bay of hard candy with me, and 
my memory is.of rasv-faced, lrare-legged chil- 
dren waving enthusiastically from cottage 
doors, or running to stand on rocks by the 
seat, OF leaping like goats over the mountiain- 
“itle, Hut | saw no weavers, 

“T's o fine day,” explained the driver, 
*Thev're out in the bog cutting turf, ar else 
lifting the potatoes: It's bac weather that's

Even today, during: the pilgrimage season 
only penitents may set foot on the islanel. 

In the Middle Ages pilgrims spent nine 
days there in a dark cave and afterward told 
of strange visions 

An Itahan wrote in 1517: “Of those who 
entered the Cave when | was present, two 
saw such fearful things that one went out of 
his) mind... Another hac seen beautiful 
women, who had invited him to cat with 
them, and offered him fruit and food of all 
sorts.... The others saw and felt nothing but 
treat cold, hunger and weakness and came 
out halfiead the next day." 

I was taking photographs af the island, for 
I did not then know that it is not the thing 
io ito, when three crowded) motor coaches 
drew up to the lakeside, Outstepped pilgrims, 
the majority women-and most of them voung.

Kiosks Tell Which Country You're In 


I drove to Pettige, to cross into Northern 
Ireland (map, page 302). 

The frontier is a wavering line with many 
absurdities, Donegal, though the most nerth- 
ery part of Ireland, istechnically in the south. 
The border, drawn about 40 years ago, en- 
closes six of the nine counties of the province 
of Ulster Londonderry, Antrim, Down, Ar- 
magh, Tyrone, and Fermanagh.

Daren a HKarrter for Centuries 


Today the Pun American Highway winds 
north to south through most of the Western 
Hemisphere (maps, page 369), Some stretches 
in Costa Rica and western Panama are still 
difficult or impassable for ordinary automo- 
hiles, especially in the rainy season. Hut js 
far south ox Chepo, Panama, the roucl exists 
in one form or another. 

Then the motorist or armehair traveler 
tracing the adventurous highway south on a 
Tap finds that it disappears entirely. At 
Chepo, just bevend the Panama Canal, it 
breaks: off abruptly, to restiome 596 miles 
away. in Colombia Why the gape 

Since the days of the conquistadors this 
eastern section of the Lethmus of Panama has 
been known wt the Darien, an Dorian term 
for the region around the present Gulf of 
Urabe Packed with incredibly dense vere- 
tation, threaced with rivers and streams, and 
once thought to harbor hemd-hunting Indians 
as well as poisonous snakes, the so-called 
Darién Gap has long frustrated every attempt 
to travel the full length of the Pan American 
Highway. Machines and men, even those on 
horseback, have had to ferry by sea arcund 
this- wilderness barrier. 

When l learned in January of last year that 
linexpedition sponsored by the Pan American 
Highway Congress was planned to make the 
first vehicular crossing of this forbidding 
region, | jumped at the chance to accompany 
It as @& representative of the National Geo- 
graphic Society. 


The two cars of the Trans-Darién. Ex- 
pechtion had alrearly started the trip when | 
arnived in Panama City, One was a Jeep 
pickup truck, the other a British Land-Rover, 
They had gotten as far as the Ipeti River, 75 
air miles to the east, 

But I quickly joined forces with a member 
af the experiition—Otts Imboden. an Ameri- 
can from Memphis, Tennessee (page 377) 
Serving as historian and general jungle ex- 
mert for the Congress's Darién Subcommittee, 
he harl returned to the city for supplies 

As soon Wis he had stocked up, we set out 
io cateh up with the others, At the last-minute 
we were joined by Mise [se Abshagen, o 
correspondent for Ruaropean newspapers 

"The Darien Gap officially begins at Che- 
po, 35 air miles east of Punama City,” Otis 
explained. “From there to the Colombian 
border it's only about 150 air miles: but much 
farther when vou have to fight your way 
through the junge. Men on foot have blazed 
a trail, Now we have to prove their choice 
by car Catching up bv land would be a slow 
business.” he added. “We'll take ta the rivers, 
and overtake the party in three diys;” 


Outhourd Powers Primitive Canoe 


So my motor trip through the Danén 
started by water. From a concrete landing 
stage near Chepo on the Mamoni River, we 
loaded our ruthlessly recuced) wear into a 
native piragua, a needlelike 35-foot canoe 
hollowed from a log. Wiry Eugenio Avila, 
eur combination helmsman amd cook, spun 
the powerful outbourd motor, and we were 
off into the Darién,; Before ue, the green walls 
of the jungle hedged in the river, 

The Darién is one of the world's raimest re- 
gions, and we hacl timed our trip for the dry 
scaxon; only then could the curs go through, 
But the drv season made water travel more 
dificult. We seon turned inte the Bayano, 
one of the larger rivers. Its dry banks jeered 
‘it us, prinning through mustaches of drift- 
wood left by previous high water; We had to 
met out dnd shove. The drought hacl shoaled 
every rapid ta a riffle. 

The Bayano wound through an Indian 
reservation, and canoes carrying colorfully

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others, we were lucky to make half a mile. It 
seemed inconerivable that one dav sleek, 
low-slung pussenger cars would whit over 
thts tangled terrain at highway speed 

Gradually | came to know our crew of nine 
choppers—a cheerful, hard-working band of 
mixed races and complexions. 

Sotero Montenegro's height ane clear blue 
eves proclaimed his Spanish blood, as com- 
pared to little brown-eved Gilberto Osorio, 
a Cuna Indian. Cristobal Chen, the youngest 
member, reflected mixed Spanish and Chi- 
nese parentage, some of the crew were pure 
Negro. All spoke the slurred, drawling 
Soanish dilect of the Danen. 

The expedition cook was @ pure Conme 
Indian who had spent nearly two vears in 
kitchens of the United States Air Force in the 
Canal Zone. His name? Tony Smith! 

Most Inedians, I found, refuse to reveal 
their natwe names for fear the knowledge 
will give others power over them. For prac- 
tical purposes, they choose a common Span- 
ish form, Alberto or Juan. But our cheerful 
pot-willoper, in love with the United States 
he'd heard so much about, adopted a typical 
Gl name. 

His Americanism knew no bounds. For 
example, the jungle occusionally irritated his 
note In my honor he turned a sneeze into 
a word and came oul every time with a 
lusty “Washington!” 


Wild Pig Varies Rice Houtine 


At each midday stop, the men cleared a 
spice for Tony. Supplementing his camp- 
fire with a portable kerosene stowe, he boiled 
a huge pot of nce, flavored with a variety of 
sauces. Por dinner, rice again, sometimes 
gurmishecd with canned pork and beans, 
comed beef, or tuna But when one of the 
wivance men was lucky enough to shoot a 
peccary, or wild pig, we had a change Tony 
made the most of such windtalls. 

We dipped drinking water from rivers 
and streams, and flavored it hideously with 
purifving halogen tablets. Coffee mace i 
more pleasant thirst quencher. Like a trie 
Army cook, Tony mace gallons of it. 

We har pushed our way through 30 miles 
of tight-packed jungle before | truly realized 


its vastness. Like a man on a hilltop who 
fecls his own insignificunce beneath a starry 
sky, [stood on ridge with Dick and Terry 
looking out on the Darién. 

Mile after mile of green spread before us, 
tach tree a universe of vegetation, each 
branch a brawling galaxy, each leaf a planet 
bursting with life. In the face of such vast- 
ness, man comes to know his place m the 
jungle —his instaniicance. | wondered, then, 
at the stout spirit of the Spanish explorers. 
Balbou hui backed his way across this Dar- 
ien, not knowing what hazards lay ahead, 
to sight the Pacific on September 25,1513, 


Tiny Hitchhikers Make Life Miserable 


Absently, [ scratched myself. Ticks, chig- 
Bers, spiders, ants, mosquitoes, gnats, and 
flice—every kind of biting, stinging thing 
swarmed around us All apparently were 
hungry. How satisfying the Spanish word 
for such pests—biches! And T was filled 
again with admiration for these tough litth 
men from Spain, chad tm rusting steel corse- 
lets, who fought their way through the 
Derién, 

Dick Bevir echoed my thoughts. “My iden 
of agony is @ conquistaror with « tin suit 
full of chiggers,” he remarked. 

“Vee,” added Terry, “What price a can 
opener then!" 

We wore only shirts and trousers, for the 
jungle t& hot. Even so, we gol a laste of the 
conquistadors’ ordeal. Temperatures. aver- 
aged between 90° and 100° byw day, with 
humidity to match. Salty sweat, trickling 
down in rivulets, set every insect bite aflame, 
ench stop for lunch or dinner found ws daub- 
ing ourselves with omtments. 

During the day, the noise of our chopping 
and Our engines seemed to sare all animals 
into the bush, but, cach evening when we 
stopped to camp, we had to be wary of night- 
prowling snakes—coral snakes, the fer-dde- 
lance, and the bushmaster: All three rank 
among the world’s most deadly reptiles. 

For sleeping, the Army jungle hammock 
answered every need, with its rain-proof roof 
and its netted sides a protection against in- 
sects. One evening, twenty feet from me, 
Amado was slinging his hammock amid

This king, who regarded himself as a god, 
records that he “undertook to make this holy 
place a common throne room of all the gods.” 
Among their brooding images he pluced his 
uwh statue, together with portrait reliefs of 
“the heroic company of my ancestors.” 

Encdowing the sanctuary with roval estates 
and staffing it with priests anc musicians, be 
decreed “everlasting” monthly ceremonies, 
The tenth day commemorated his accession 
to the throne; the sixteenth day celebrated the 
king's birthday. History does not record the 


year of either event. But rituals, feasting; and

The route from Tarsus to Nemrud Dagh 
winds across the parched landscape of Cilicia 
~a highway of history, Across its dusty plain 
trampéd Xenephon and the heroic Greek 
Ten Thousand on their way to meet history 
andl the Persians Here St. Paul trod the 
weary mond of missionary journevs that were 
to revolutionize the world.* And bere, in the 
eleventh century, grim-faced Crusaders ad- 
vanced relentlessly toward Jerusalem. 

That First Crusade hae left its traces 
ariund Nemrud Dagh. Baldwin of Bowlogne 
—who liter became Ring of Jerusalem — 
carved oul a principality at Edessa, a bare 
55 miles from the holy peak, He married the 
daughter of a wealthy chief and encouraged 
he nobles to wed local heiresses. Though thie 
Frankish fief on the Euphrates endured but 
holf a century, | often encountered in the vi- 
cinity of Nemrud Dagh light-hairec, blue- 
eved individuals who may well be descen- 
dant= of the long-dead knights af the Cros 


Diggers Sizzle in 130° Heat 


During the first season in Nemrud Dagh, 
our principal problem was adjusting to a 
dificult environment. A two-day journey 
afoot separated us from the nearest village 
offering supplies and a post office. From dav- 
time highs of 130° F., the temperature on the 
mountiin plumineted to freextng at night. 
Fetching a bucket of water from the closest 
spring required athree-hour round trip; there 
wie net a singe tree for shade, lumber, or 
fuel on the unsheltered heights we were at 
the mercy of wind, rain, hail, and cust storms: 
roving bears added a final touch. 

We came first to the sacred summit with 
modest objectives: to survew the shrine, clear 
the debris, and see (fit warranted extensive 
excavations, Antiochius'’s craftsmen hadhewn 
three great courts out of the rock. Upon twe 
af them, the East ond West Terrates. had 
stood similir arrays of statues —25 to 29 feet

Nearly a billion dollars’ worth of property 
created by investments of U.S. citizens — 
mining and oil facilities, hotels, public utit- 
ities, ranches, sugar mills and pilantations— 
has heen seed. Now. threats have been 
voiced about the base itself inthe Cuban press: 

Visit the base, as I did recently, and you 
find that despite the propaganda barrage, 
Guantaname goes about its job unnuffled. 
With dog and armed Marines guarding its 
fence-enclosed borders, the base is girdect 
for trouble (pages 424 and 434), 

Guantanamo’s job is to train andl support 
the men and ships of our Atlantic Fleet, Rear 
Adm Edward J, O'Donnell, the base com- 
mander, explained to me. The harbor offers 
safe anchorage for even the Navy's biggest 
carners; its fingerike shoreline creates. pro- 
tected coves for piers where deep-drait yes- 
sels can dock. Buildings and facilities worth 
some £75,000,000 have heen erected at Guan- 
tinamo Boy —for use in maintaining the fleet 
and providing for the living comfort of per- 
sonnel based there. Another 3100,000,000 has 
been invested in the myriad neers that Navy 
slung lumpe together ds “the three H’s"— 
bullets, beans, and black oil, 

But it ix as o training tenter that the base 
pluvs its most valved rolefor the Navy. War- 
ships fresh from drvdock at shipyards in the 
mainland States come to Guantanamo for 
shakedown cruises. Green seamen, newly 
wesioned to their vessels, are welded into effi- 
tient crews in maneuvers and operations 
there. And fleet units build proficiency us a 
pewerful force. for the Nation’s defense in 
exercises al Gitmo's “school for ships.” 


Mountains Keep Gitmo Dry 


For such activities the base hae two unpar- 


alleled advantages, 

“First, there’s the weather,” says Admiral 
(Donnell. “We seldom lose more than a few 
days of operations a vear because of ba 
weather.” Mountain ranges ocross Cuba's 
eastern end help block storms—and rain— 
from Gitmo; even hurricanes tend to sweep 
harmbessty by. 

“Second, there's the geography of the area 
The ocean bottom offshore drops sharply. 
Almost as soon as vou clear the entrance to 
the bay, you can begin deep-sea operation” 

There is no tedious threading of harbor 
channels. A ship that weighs anchor after 
breakfust can be back at the dock at 3:40 p.m 
wter a full day's exercises on the high seas. 
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What is life like for the 6,000-odd U.S. 
citizens who live ut Guantanamo Bay? | 
founc that the days there go by as prusai- 
cally a8 at any military base on the momland 
—except for one thing That is the “closed 
gate” policy, which has been in effect since 
the 1958 kidnaping by Castro forces of a bus- 
lond of sailors and Marines on liberty from 
the base.

Residents Enjoy Easygoing Paradise 


For some, living within the confines of the 
seven-foot-bigh chain-link fence is like being 
in an idvilic prison camp—a sort of “com- 
fortable claustrophobia,” a: one seamun’s 
wife described it to me. 

“Sure, there's even thing vou need here on 
the base,” she said, “but in 15 minutes you 
con drive from one end of it te the other. 
There are really only two stores—the Navy 
Exchange and Marine Exchange— where 
women can shop, and the commissary is the 
only grocery you can go to. It’s the same old 
thing dav after day.” 

For other inhabitants, Gitmo t an easy. 
going paradise—“kind of like Hawaii with 
Cubans,” a Navy pilot tald me. 

Brilliant tropic waters buthe the shores, 
and rocky headlands jut picturesquely above 
the beaches. Hut there the similarity to Ha- 
wai ends. OF the base's. 78,827] mcres, 19,625 
are arid hills and salt flats; the rest ts bay sur- 
face. Rainfall totals about 25 inches a year, 
So dry is the area that when the Navy bullt 
a radur station atop a 400-foot peak, a cable 
had tobe run all the way to the beach to reach 
soil sufficiently moist to ground the equip- 
ment properly, . 

‘To offset the restrictions on travel and th 
provide for the tides of seamen arriving with 
the ships, the Navy has provided elaborate 
recreational facilities. 

I looked at some of the base's [7 softball 
fields and six baseball diamonds and the 
league teams that keep them busy. 1 tried 
outafew of Gitmo's 16 tennis cowrts, 24 bowl- 
ing alleys nine basketball courts, cight volles- 
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Guantanamo: Keystone in the Caribbean 


hall courts, nine swimming pools, and two 
beaches—these last with swimming areas 
blasted: out of the sharp coral that forms the 
shore. But even ina week ID couldn't manage 
to sample all the leisure-time activities the 
base offers. 

There are four hobby shops, a photograph- 
ic darkroom, a roller-skating rink, and even 
a boxing ting. You can play golf on a 27-hole 
course for «greens fee of $6 a month, You can 
keep a horse in one of the two stables on the 
hase for a feed-und-stall charge of $16.50 a 
month, of rent a horse for $1.25 a day. There 
are eight outdoor movie sites: with shivwes 
nightly —free (page 441). And there gre bi- 
cycles, sailboats; motorboats, and fishing 
tackle to rent 

The Navy even doves what it can to give 
personnel ao chance to “jump the fence” on 
trips to Haiti and Jamaica, Warships that 
run to Port au Prince or Kingston on ¢ruises 
take aboard Gitmo personnel for weekend 
liberty. Transports and cargo ships some- 
times go to the Canal Zone ar Puerto Rice 
And Navy planes operating in and out of 
Guantanamo offen take passengers on a 
“space-avatlable” basis 


Battle Stations for Desk-bound Sailors 


Reminders of the potential powder keg 
that Gitmo sits upon turn up regularly in the 
anti-U. 5. headlines of Cuban papers hawked 
at the gates, or in the periodic “GSF"— 
Ground Security Force — exercises at the base. 

I was there one sultry weekend when a 
practice alert occurred, Desk-bound sailors 
grabbed battle dress and “hit for the boon- 
fecks”"—the cactus ond scrub and guinea 
erass that mat the rocky hills: There they 
joined the base's regular security force of 400 
or 400 Marines for training in roles they 
would play in an emergency (page 425). 

What are the chances of something: hap 
pening - 

There are those who say the Castro regime 
doesn't really want Guuntinumo back, Some 
4,000 Cubans from the surrounding towns 
of Caimunera, Guantaname, und Boquerdn 
work on the base. They take out with them 
paw that puts nearly seven million U.S. dol- 
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lars & year into the Cuban economy. Navy 
purchases in Cuba add thousands more. 

But more than the collars, Gitmo repre- 
sents jobs—something the financially trow- 
bled Castro regime would find difficult ta 
replace if oor Government gave up the buse. 
Cubans consider employment at the base 
highly desirable. Work is steady, antl sick 
leave aml compensation coverage superor 
to comparable jobs “outside” More than 
half the Cuban emplovees have been holding 
their jobs at Guantanamo for 10 years or 
longer. Some are laborers and domestics, but 
many are skilled machinists, technicians, and 
supervisors (page 4221 


Friendship Survives Despite Tension 


Is there risk of sabotage or work stoppage 
from labor troubles at Guantanamo? Cubans 
riding freely along the base's roads are only 
a step from vital pipelines and communita- 
Hons svete. 

“By and large, we think the Cubans are 
loyal emplowees,” H. P. McNeal, Industrial 
Relations Officer at the base, said when I 
dropped in at his office. Ome union leader has 
been fired for anti-US. statements, he told 
me, and there have been disciplinary meas- 
ures tuken against other workers. 

Marines “frisk” Cuban nationals as they 
go through the gates—a search aimed largely 
alt preventing petty pilfering and cigarette 
stiugeling But the Cubans grumble also at 
ther own officials, who search them again on 
their side of the fence, and at the Castro gov- 
ernment’s policy of escorting base employees 
to city halls tn Caimanera and truantanamo 
on payday to “encourage” them to change 
ther US. dollars inte Cuban pesos. To make 
the procedure even more watertight, a bank 
is now going up just outside the gates, where 
naval base emplovees can be relieved of their 
dollars even faster (page 423), 

Hut, despite anti-Vankee tirade< in the 
country’s newspapers, there are repeated 
demonstrations —on-a person-to-person level 
—of Cuban-American friendship, When a 
fire swept through Caimanera's wooden 
homes, the base fire department raced to the 
town to help battle the fames. When the citv
